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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

Re to claims 1 and 7, the independent claim includes " the adjustment circuit applies the 
adjusted first signal to a first stage circuit part of the second detection circuit as a comparison 
reference signal of the second detection circuit " in combination with the remaining claim 
limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. As note in fig. 3, Akimoto et al. 
discloses a drive circuit (Al) for applying the AC voltage. Akimoto et al. teaches a first 
detection circuit (e.g., charge amplifier 201) for producing a signal corresponding to the drive 
direction. Akimoto et al. teaches a second detection circuit (209, 210, 212). Akimoto et al. does 
not teach adjusting a first signal to a first stage part of a second detection circuit as a comparison 
reference signal of the second detection circuit .
